The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
Medical  Officers,  Matron  and  Staff,  who  have  devoted 
themselves  to  their  work,  and  to  all  others  who  have 
interested  themselves  in  the  Hospital. 
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The  Committee  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  the 
House-to-House  Collectors,  who  carry  out  a  very  useful 
work  in  collecting  small  subscriptions  ;  also  the  Ottery 
St.  Mary  Carnival  Committee,  who  handed  over  the 
gratifying  sum  of  £62  11s.  6d.,  in  spite  of  the  very 
unfavourable  weather  on  the  evening  of  the  Carnival ;  the 
promoters  of  the  Ottery  St.  Mary  Football  Competition, 
who  contributed  £23 ;  Mrs.  Thomas,  for  providing  collecting 
boxes  for  silver  paper  and  sale  of  same,  amounting  to 
£2  17s.  lid. ;  the  promoters  of  theHoniton  and  Payhembury 
Carnivals,  for  their  donations  of  £5  each  ;  the  promoters  of 
the  Football  Match,  Grandisson  v.  J.  F.  Bead’s  XI.,  who 
contributed  £5  2s.  6d.,  per  Mr.  Manley,  Junr.  ;  Tipton  St. 
John’s  Horticultural  Society,  17 i  cwts.  of  potatoes  and  16/6 
in  cash  (returned  prize  money)  ;  Tipton  St.  John’s  Women’s 
Institute,  who  gave  412  lbs.  in  kind,  and  £2  19s.  6d.  in 
cash ;  Ottery  St.  Mary  Women’s  Institute,  who  gave 
111  lbs.  in  kind,  also  5  cwt.  28  lbs.  of  potatoes  ;  The 
West  Hill  British  Legion,  who  collected  824  eggs  ;  and 
Escot  School  Children,  who  collected  222  eggs;  The  West 
Hill  Women’s  Institute,  for  37  lbs.  in  kind  ;  Mr.  Clyde 
Mossop,  for  fore-quarter  of  lamb  ;  Sir  John  Kennaway, 
£4,  the  proceeds  collected  on  Escot  Coursing  day  ;  Mr. 
Ley,  who  gave  a  loud-speaker  for  use  in  the  Matron’s  room. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  wish  to  thank  the  employees 
of  the  Ottery  St.  Mary  Bag  and  Paper  Co.  Ltd.,  for  their 
contribution  in  collecting  box  amounting  to  £3  15s.  6d.  ; 
also  Mr.  Baily,  of  the  King’s  Arms  Hotel,  for  the  collection 
in  his  box  amounting  to  £1  3s.  9d. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Ottery  St.  Mary  Congregational 
Church  Choir  for  their  donation  of  £4  4s. collected  for  Xmas 
carol  singing.  This  amount  will  appear  in  next  year’s  list 
of  donations. 

On  comparing  the  figures  on  page  3  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  has  been  a  considerable  falling  off,  not  so  much  in  the 
number  of  in-patients,  but  in  the  number  of  days  spent  in 
Hospital.  For  this  we  must  congratulate  Ottery  St.  Mary 
and  District  on  their  good  bill  of  health,  but  at  the  same 
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time,  it  must  be  understood  that  this  has  caused  the  item 
of  cost  of  patient  per  day  to  be  very  materially  increased. 

It  will  further  be  noted  that  the  income  from  private 
patients  has  decreased  by  £127,  although  there  has  been 
a  slight  increase  in  payments  from  the  public  wards  and 
insured  persons.  Taking  all  this  into  consideration  we 
think  we  are  to  be  congratulated  that  we  have  a  small  credit 
balance  on  the  year’s  working  amounting  to  £30  2s.  4d., 
but  had  the  bill  for  painting  and  repairs  to  the  Hospital, 
amounting  to  £42  10s.  0d.,  been  rendered  in  time  to  be 
included  in  the  balance  sheet,  we  should  have  shown  a 
small  debit  balance  of  £12  7s.  8d. 

We  regret  the  resignation  of  our  late  Matron,  who  has 
given  up  her  profession  to  be  married.  During  the  two  years 
she  was  with  us  she  showed  great  devotion  to  her  work. 
We  wish  her  every  happiness  in  her  new  life. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss 
Hetherington  to  fill  the  post. 

Mr.  W.  Badcock  has  kindly  undertaken  to  look  after  our 
wireless  installation  and  keep  it  in  running  order,  and  we 
thank  him  for  the  time  he  has  given  apart  from  the  cost  of 
repairs  and  renewals. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  instal  twelve 
new  beds  in  the  two  public  wards  (to  replace  the  old  ones 
which  had  become  untrustworthy),  together  with  three 
extra  lifting  poles,  and  this  we  have  been  able  to  do,  without 
calling  on  the  general  funds,  by  the  generosity  of  friends 
whose  names  appear  on  another  page. 

The  outside  painting  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  badly 
needed,  has  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

Deferring  to  the  list  of  House-to-House  collections,  we 
wish  to  point  out  that  we  have  found  it  necessary  to 
eliminate  all  subscriptions  of  10/-  or  over  and  transfer  them 
to  the  list  of  annual  subscribers.  We  trust  that  this  will 
not  deter  the  collectors  from  gathering  in  these  subscriptions, 
as  it  saves  the  Hon.  Sec.  a  good  deal  of  writing.

RULES. 


Adopted  at  the  meeting  of  Subscribers  on  28th  October,  1893. 

1.  This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “THE  OTTERY  St.  Mary 
District  Cottage  Hospital.” 

2.  This  Hospital  is  intended  mainly  for  the  benefit  of  poor  persons 
suffering  from  accident,  or  non-infectious  disease,  who  cannot  be 
efficiently  attended  to  in  their  own  homes  ;  and  primarily  for  those 
resident  in  Ottery  (including  Alfington,  Escot,  Tipton,  and  West 
Hill),  or  in  the  parishes  of  Aylesbeare,  Awliscombe,  Broadhembury, 
Buckerell,  Feniton,  Gittisliam,  Harpford,  Honiton,  Payhembury, 
Talaton,  Sidbury,  Venn-Ottery,  Wliimple,  Newton  Poppleford  and 
Plymtree. 

Cases  of  mental  disorder,  consumption  or  hopeless  chronic  disease 
cannot  he  received,  nor  any  child  under  the  age  of  four,  except  in 
case  of  accident. 

3.  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee, 
who  are  Subscribers  to  the  Hospital,  consisting  of  the  Trustees 
(ex-officio)  with  twelve  elected  members,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
to  be  elected  annually. 

This  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  Bye-laws  and  to  appoint 
Sub-Committees  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital  and  general 
purposes  ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  elected  members  being  reduced  to 
ten  during  the  course  of  any  year,  shall  be  empowered  to  elect  new 
members  to  fill  the  vacancies  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year. 

4.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held  annually,  as 
early  in  the  year  as  possible,  when  the  Committee  and  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year  shall  be  elected. 

5.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  Hospital  and  to  make  a  general  inspection  of  the 
premises.  Three  to  form  a  quorum. 

6.  The  engagement  and  discharge  of  the  Matron  shall  rest  with 
the  Committee,  and  the  engagement  and  discharge  of  all  the  nurses, 
attendants  and  servants  shall  rest  with  the  Matron,  but  the  Matron 
shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Committee  to  any  engagement  or 
discharge  of  a  nurse,  and  to  all  wages  and  salaries  to  be  paid. 

7.  Subscribers  of  ten  shillings  may  recommend  one  patient 
annually,  or  in  the  proportion  of  one  for  every  ten  shillings 
subscribed,  up  to  the  number  of  six.  Clergy  and  others  sending 
collections  shall  be  entitled  to  recommendations  in  the  same 
proportion.  Donors  of  £10  10s.  and  upwards  will  be  considered  as 
Life  Subscribers,  and  will  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient 
annually.  The  forms  of  Recommendation  to  which  each  Subscriber 
is  entitled  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

Cases  of  severe  accident  may  be  admitted  at  any  time  without  a 
recommendation,  which  will,  however,  be  required  after  the  first 
fortnight. 
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8.  Patients  will  be  required  to  pay  in  advance  such  weekly  sum 
towards  their  maintenance  as  the  Matron  on  the  sanction  of  the 
Committee  shall  direct,  and  no  Patient  shall  be  retained  in  Hospital 
longer  than  four  weeks  without  such  sanction  as  aforesaid. 

9.  Any  duly  registered  medical  practitioner  resident  in  the  district 
may  become  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  on  application  to 
and  due  appointment  by  the  Committee,  holding  his  appointment 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee. 

10.  Every  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  shall  have  the  right 
to  continue  the  treatment  of  any  Patient  under  his  care  at  the  time 
of  admission.  For  all  other  cases  the  Medical  Officers  shall  attend 
at  the  Hospital  a  week  each  in  succession  if  they  are  willing  to  do 
so,  and  each  one  shall,  on  his  application,  state  whether  he  is  or  is 
not  willing  to  undertake  to  attend  in  his  regular  turn  personally, 
or  by  a  deputy  properly  qualified,  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee. 

Any  case  of  emergency  shall  be  taken  in  charge  by  the  first 
Medical  Officer  who  arrives  on  the  spot,  and  remain  -in  his  charge 
until  he  can  hand  it  over  to  the  Medical  Officer  to  whom  the  case 
would  properly  belong. 

11.  The  Committee  are  not  responsible  for  any  fees  charged  to 
the  Patients  by  the  Medical  Officers,  but  the  Medical  Officers  are 
willing  to  give  their  services  free  to  those  Patients  who  in  their 
opinion  through  poverty  are  unable  to  pay  for  such  medical  services. 

llA.  Private  Ward  Patients  will  be  expected  to  pay  a  maximum 
sum  of  £2  2s.  Od.,  and  Out  Patients  £1  Os.  Od.  or  such  sum  as  the 
Matron  in  her  discretion  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Committee 
shall  direct,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  use  of  the  operating  theatre. 

12.  Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing  and  the  washing  of 
the  same,  shall  be  provided  by  the  Hospital,  and  nothing  may  be 
given  to  the  Patients  from  any  other  source  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance.  All  drugs  and  appliances  for 
the  use  of  the  Patients  while  in  Hospital  will  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
Hospital  Funds. 

13.  The  relatives  and  friends  of  Patients  shall  be  permitted  to 
visit  them  at  such  times  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Committee  shall  determine,  and  Patients  may  be  visited  for  religious 
purposes  by  their  own  Minister  at  such  times  as  the  Committee  may 
sanction.  A  Visitors’  Book  shall  be  kept,  in  which  all  Visitors’ 
names  shall  be  entered. 

14.  All  Annual  Subscriptions  are  payable  in  advance,  and  are 
due  on  the  1st  January  of  each  year. 

15.  An  Annual  Beport  of  the  general  working  of  the  Hospital  and 
a  Balance  Sheet  of  receipts  and  expenditure  shall  be  published  by 
the  Committee  and  forwarded  to  every  Subscriber. 

16.  These  Rules  shall  not  be  altered  or  added  to  except  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  convened 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Committee,  of  which  at  least  a  week’s  notice 
shall  be  given. 
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BYE-LAW  S. 


1.  All  Patients  shall  strictly  obey  the  orders  of  the  Medical  Officer 

in  charge  of  their  case,  and  of  the  Matron  and  Staff,  and 
submit  to  the  regulations  made  hv  the  Committee. 

2.  No  Patient  while  an  inmate  of  the  Hospital  shall  receive  any 

food  or  drink  from  outside,  without  the  same  having  been 
previously  submitted  to  the  Matron  and  receiving  her  approval ; 
or  leave  the  premises  without  permission  from  the  Medical 
Officer  in  attendance,  on  pain  of  dismissal. 

3.  No  Patient  shall  use  any  profane,  indecent  or  abusive  language, 

or  gamble  or  smoke  within  the  Hospital. 

4.  Patients  will  have  their  meals  at  such  hours  as  may  be  fixed  by 

the  Committee,  and  will  he  expected  to  go  to  bed  at  or  before 
8  p.m. 

5.  Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  on  Wednesdays  and 

Fridays  between  2  and  4  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  between  2  and 
4.30  p.m.,  but  not  at  other  times  except  by  special  permission 
from  the  Matron.  They  may  be  attended  for  religious  purposes 
by  their  respective  ministers,  at  such  times  as  the  Matron 
may  sanction. 

6.  Such  Patients  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  are  able  to 

do  so,  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Matron  assist  in  the  household 
or  other  work. 

7.  If  a  patient  wilfully  does  any  damage  to,  or  waste  any  property 

of  the  hospital  or  breaks  any  of  the  rules,  he  or  she  will 
render  himself  or  herself  liable  to  immediate  dismissal  from 
the  hospital,  and  to  make  good  any  such  damage. 

8.  Patients  will  continue  to  he  attended  by  the  Medical  Officer  who 

first  undertakes  the  case,  except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  10. 

9.  Patients  on  admission  to  the  Hospital  will  be  considered  to  be 

in  charge  of  the  Medical  Officer  who  has  signed  their  form  of 
recommendation,  but  if  he  he  unable  personally  to  attend  to 
the  case  it  will  he  in  charge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  week. 

10.  In  cases  of  severe  accident,  the  first  Medical  Man  who  arrives 
on  the  spot  will  take  charge  of  the  Patient,  and  continue  in 
charge  until  he  can  be  relieved  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
week  ;  or  if  the  Patient  at  once  makes  the  application,  by  the 
Patient’s  own  Medical  Adviser,  if  he  be  on  the  Staff  of  the 
Institution  and  be  willing  to  take  entire  charge  of  the  case 
personally,  so  long  as  it  remains  in  the  Hospital.
